After leaving Borden about 1 o'clock on 


the 15th, Henry Stevens went over to Osbornvilile 


to either leave or get his laundry from Mrs. 
Theodore Van Note - he doesn't remember which - 
because when she wasn’t home he usually left 
the laundry right on the step.
